Mr. Thomson occupied a 
five-story building on the north-east corner of 
Baymiller and Everett streets, with a front of 
forty-seven feet and a depth of eighty-seven. 
The first floor was occupied as a packing-room 
for finished stock; on the second were five 
presses ; the bindery, etc., occupied the third 
floor ; the fourth was devoted to the artist and 
engraving departments ; and the fifth contained 
the wood-working department and the place for 
storing old rags. Mr. Thomson estimates his 
loss at about $75,000. Only the day before the 
fire alarge stock of paper was received at the 
manufactory. On an average one hundred 
hands were employed, who are temporarily 
thrown out of work.

INTRICACIES OF COPYRIGHT. 


Ir seems extraordinary indeed that no civil- 
ized nation has yet been able to produce a satis- 
factory copyright law. In this country, our 
domestic law is very imperfect and confusing, 
and an international system seems to be develop- 
ing, like Topsy, ina most unnatural manner. The 
‘*Chatterbox Caution, No. 2,’’ issued by Estes 
& Lauriat in our last number, too late for edi- 
torial discussion, is an illustration of that worst 
of business conditions—the uncertainty of ill-de- 
fined legal basis. Nothing can be more unfort- 
unate to healthful business than that the mer- 
chant should be uncertain as to his legal rights. 
Of course, Messrs. Estes & Lauriat mean to 
protect their purchases to the full extent of the 
law, and Messrs. Worthington and others do 
not mean to be prevented from issuing their 
lines unless the law compels them. The retail 
dealers, in the mean time, are between the upper 
and the nether mill-stone, and we can only urge 
in their behalf that a test suit should at once be 
carried through to decide whether such issues 
as ‘‘ Chatterbox Junior,” using the name Chat- 
terbox as part only of their title, and containing 
other than the Johnston matter, are really en- 
joined under the trade-mark decision.

Tue ‘‘ Congress” which sat recently at Berne 
has set all these things beautifully right — on 
paper ; but practically the development of copy- 
right law waits definite action by this country in 
the matter of international copyright. |; is 
matter of regret that the author of the Dors. 
heimer bill has not been renominated for elec. 
tion to Congress ; but he still has another session 
to serve, and we trust that, with or without his 
aid, ‘a long pull, a strong pull, and a pull alj 
together’ will give us some legislation in the 
desired direction. Before the opening of the 
next Congressional session, we shall invite the 
co-operation of our own trade in some moderate, 
practical steps to this end.

MODERN BOOKBINDING. 


BY J. W. ZAEHNSDORF. 
From British and Colonial Printer and Stationer. 


BooKBINDING has certainly very much altered 
since the days of Grolier and his contemporaries. 
Could he but see some of the clothwork that's 
now in the market, he would, there is no doubt, 
be astonished. Seeing that there are compara: 
tively few books bound now but in cloth, it be- 
hooves us to ask, Is not clothwork modern book- 
binding? 

On some of the clothwork there is doubtless 
good taste shown in the selection of color and 
general get-up of the book ; but on how few's 
the book itself studied that the binding should 
be in keeping with its contents |! Compare the 
volumes of Keepsake and other table books that 
were issued some few years ago bound in silk or 
in stamped velvet to the books now cased 1 
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audy cloth. Of the thousand and one publish- 
ed, how many books are issued in a properly 
bound form? For one must make a distinction 
between a cased book and one bound in boards. 
\ cased book, or, in plainer words, a cloth cover, 
‘s. after allthatcan be said in its favor, only a 
superior kind of wrapping ; at the first fall or 
-ough usage the book parts from its jacket, and 
the cover then offers but little protection to its

It has been said over and over again that a 
properly-bound book should open easily and re- 
main open at any page. Now, if abook is printed 
on very heavy or stout paper to make it appear 
bulky, as is sometimes done for want of matter, 
is it possible for the binder to make such a book 
open easily and remain so without putting each 
leaf on a guard, and thus making it a guard- 
book? Books printed three hundred years ago had 
good paper ; their bindings are in many instances 
in fair preservation, and in all cases these books 
were bound with tight backs, a thing perfectly 
impossible to do with the present class of paper. 
The very fact of them having tight backs tended 
to their good condition ; the paper allowed of 
such treatment—it was good, thin, and pliable. 
As the paper altered in the manufacture and be- 
came adulterated, so the binder had to meet the 
requirements such paper demanded, and the hol- 
low back was introduced to enable the buok to 
open more easily. There is a great deal of dif- 
ference between a tight back as above and a 
flexible back. The former had paper glued upon 
paper until the back was as hard as iron. In 
many cases these layers were quite one sixteenth 
of an inch thick ; in the latter the leather is al-
